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Get  the  "Bear"  Facts  -  Read! 

The  theme  for  the  first  statewide  summer  reading  progi-am  in  Montana  was 
chosen  by  librarians  from  among  several  suggested  ideas.  The  grizzly  bear  artwork  was 
done  by  Helena  graphic  designer  Amy  Glasscock.  Program  suggestions  were  submitted 
by  members  of  a  Summer  Reading  Program  committee,  which  included:  Karen  Rehard 
and  Bette  Ammon,  Missoula  Public  Library;  Susan  Howe  and  Cindy  Christian, 
Bozeman  Public  Library,  and  Susan  Borer,  Broadwater  County  Library,  Townsend. 
Their  contributions  were  extremely  helpful.  The  Arkansas  State  Library's  permission 
to  use  their  Summer  Reading  Progi-am  materials  is  acknowledged  and  greatly 
appreciated. 

The  materials  included  in  this  manual  may  be  photocopied  by  Montana  libraries 
in  any  quantity  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  1991  Summer  Reading  Program.  The 
manual  is  three-hole-punched  for  use  in  a  binder  for  easy  copying  and  reference. 

Summer  Reading  Program  Materials 

Posters  -  The  posters  are  8-1/2  x  11",  but  may  be  enlarged  to  8-1/2  x  14"  if  desired. 
Use  either  size  to  advertise  your  program.  Add  information  about  your  library's 
program  and  post  it  in  the  library,  in  local  schools  and  in  neighborhood  businesses. 
You  can  have  children  color  them  as  an  additional  activity. 

Registration  Cards  -  Your  library  may  or  may  not  register  children;  these  are 
included  as  an  option  if  you  want  to  use  them. 

Membership  Cards  -  Children  like  to  have  cards  of  their  own,  and  these  are  available 
to  use  or  not.  They  would  be  particularly  helpful  for  children  who  visit  gi-andparents 
of  friends  out  of  town  and  want  to  continue  participating  in  the  Summer  Reading 
Progi-am  at  the  library  where  they're  visiting. 

Bookmarks  -  These  can  be  photocopied  onto  heavier  paper  in  different  colors  and  cut 
out  for  use  as  you  need  them. 

Reading  Logs  -  These  are  used  to  record  books  read  by  or  to  each  child  in  the 
Summer  Reading  Program.  Photocopy  them  front-and-back,  using  the  "Books  1  Have 
Enjoyed"  page  for  the  back  side,  then  fold.  There's  a  place  on  the  back  for  the  child's 
name.    Use  the  inner  page  to  make  additional  copies  if  needed. 

Award  Certificates  -  The  award  certificates  can  be  signed  by  the  librarian  and  used 
to  reward  children  and  volunteers.  You  can  also  use  them  to  acknowledge  the 
participation  of  parents,  older  brothers  and  sisters,  P>iends  of  the  Library  and  anybody 
else  who  helped  to  make  your  program  a  success. 


Publicity 


After  you  have  planned  your  Summer  Reading  Program  activiiies,  it's  lime  to 
publicize  the  program.  Get  the  word  out  everywhere  you  can  -  flyers,  schools  visits, 
posters,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television  public  service  announcements,  talks 
to  service  clubs  and  other  groups,  discussion  with  patrons,  etc. 

The  following  are  specific  suggestions  for  writing  news  releases  and  public 
service  announcements:

now  WE  DID  GOOD  AT  MISSOULA  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
By  Karen  Rehnrd,  Children's  and  Young  Adult  Librarian 

Pro-school  storytimes  that  work... 

At  Missoula  Public  Library,  we  have  4  pre-school  storytimes  a  week. 
At  this  time  they  are  provided  on  a  drop  in  basis.  We  don't 
require  registration.  These  programs  are  for  children  ages  3-6  and 
they  last  about  30  minutes.  The  storytime  is  usually  organized 
around  a  theme.  If  you  don't  already  own  it,  I  recommend  buying  the 
reference  book  A-ZOO  by  Carolyn  and  John  Lima,  R.R.  Bowker,  1989. 
This  book  provides  subject  access  to  children's  picture  books  and 
is  valuable  both  in  selecting  books  on  a  certain  subject  as  well 
as  giving  you  ideas  for  subjects.  Once  1  have  my  theme,  I  start 
planning  the  storytime.  I  follow  the  same  format  for  every 
storytime.  First  we  chat  a  minute  and  I  make  announcements.  Then 
I  open  with  the  fingerplay,  "Open  them,  shut  them."  After  the 
fingerplay,  I  read  the  longest  of  the  books  I've  selected,  usually 
about  6-7  minutes  long.  Ocassionally  I  read  longer  books  if 
they've  been  popular  in  the  past.  (EX.  CROSS  COUNTRY  CAT  by  Mary 
Calhoun)  Then  we  sing  a  song,  or  do  another  fingerplay  related 
to  the  theme.  Then  I  read  a  couple  more  stories,  then  we  do  some 
sort  of  big  movement  activity  like  "Ring  Around  the  Rosey"  or  a 
stretch.  After  that,  we  settle  back  into  our  places  and  I  do  a 
story  that  is  either  a  flannel  board  or  pop-up. .. something  with  a 
prop.  We  finish  up  with  one  or  two  short  stories.  It  works  for 
me!  Now  I'll  give  you  some  specific  examples  of  stories  and 
fingerplays  from  a  very  popular  storytime.

MAGIC  OF  READING 

The  biggest  program  we  had  at  MPL  in  1990  attracted  over 
160  people.  It  ran  without  a  glitch.  I  know  you've  heard  this  a 
million  times,  but  it  is  so  important--f or  big  programs  you  must 
plan  ahead  and  be  extremely  organized.  We  planned  this  program  for 
several  weeks.  We  had  all  our  supplies  ready  to  go  and  3  teenage 
volunteers  on  hand  to  help  out.  This  is  how  we  did  it.  We  called 
the  program  THE  MAGIC  OF  READING  and  that  was  meant  to  compliment 
the  1990  National  Library  Week  .theme  of  REACH  FOR  A  STAR-ASK  A 
LIBRARIAN.  We  hired  a  local  magfcian/storyteller  to  perform.  She 
told  original  stories  about  stars  and  performed  a  magic  show- 
complete  with  pulling  a  rabbit  out  of  a  hat.  We  were  impressed! 
After  her  performance  we  made  magic  wands.  (See  pattern  below) 
Ahead  of  time  we  had  cut  out  the  stars.  We  had  stickers,  markers, 
crayons,  ribbons,  streamers,  all  kinds  of  goodies  to  decor  -ate  the 
stars.  (No  glitter--I  quit  using  that  years  ago!)  After  the  stars 
were  decorated  we  stapled  them  to  straws,  (donated  by  McDonalds), 
and  vOl/'2!  The  kids  had  gorgeous  magic  wands  to  take  home. 
Everyone  had  a  great  time.

DIGNIFIKD  BEGGING 

By  Karen  Rehard,  Children's  and  Young  Adult  Librarian,  MPL 

I  have  many  years  experience  begging  donations  for  MPL.  Our 
community  has  always  been  very  supportive  of  our  library  programs, 
so  begging  is  very  easy.  In  fact,  sometimes  businesses  call  me 
wanting  to  know  what  they  can  do  to  support  the  library.  I  usually 
ask  places  like  bookstores  and  fast  food  chains.  When  I  need 
something  specific,  such  as  balloons  or  craft  supplies,  I  ask  that 
particular  kind  of  business. 

HOW  I  BEG:  First  I  plan  the  program  and  decide  what  kinds  of  items 
or  money  T  need.  Then  I  call  the  appropriate  business(es)  and- 
THIS  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT-ask  to  speak  to  the  owner  or  manager.  Then 
I  identify  myself  and  explain  the  program  and  ask  for  the 
donation.  Example;  "We're  sponsoring  a  storytelling  contest  at 
MPL  and  I  was  wondering  if  you'd  like  to  donate  a  $15.00  gift 
certificate  to  be  given  to  the  first  place  winner."  Nearly  always 
they  say  yes.  I  try  not  to  ask  the  same  businesses  over  and  over, 
and  I  try  not  to  ask  for  anything  too  extreme-such  as  huge  cash 
contributions,  (although  I  have  been  know  to  do  that  on  occasion.) 
For  record  keeping  purposes,  I  keep  a  list  of  who  I  spoke  to  and 
what  they  donated.  I  ALWAYS  write  a  thank  you  note  promptly 
following  Miss  Manner's  guidelines.  I  mention  their  donation 
specifically  and  why  it  was  such  a  great  prize  and  how  much  their 
support  means  to  MPL.  Finally,  I  support  these  businesses  by 
shopping  there  myself.

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PLAN  FOR  SUCCESSFUL  SCHOOL  VISITS 

School  visits  are  one  of  the  besi  ways  to  promote  your  summer  reading  program  and  insure  eager  readers. 
To  be  successful,  though,  they  require  careful  advance  plannmg.  Ii  is  wise  to  conuict  the  schools  at  least  two 
or  iJiree  weeks  in  advance  of  the  end  of  the  school  year  and  plan  with  the  prmcipal  or  school  librarian  to  set 
up  your  visit.  Be  ready  to  explam  the  purpose  of  your  visit  and  how  you  wish  lo  meet  the  children,  in  classes 
or  in  larger  groups.  Plan  your  visits  to  last  about  15  or  20  minutes  each,  allowing  about  5  minutes  to  answer 
the  children's  questions. 

Don't  call,  though,  before  you  have  planned  out  in  detail  what  is  going  to  be  involved  in  your  program, 
what  the  requirements  are,  and  what  benefits  the  children  will  receive.  Prepare  your  presen  taiion  as  a  "com- 
mercial", and  be  ready  to  sell  it  to  tlie  children.  This  will  require  belief  in  your  "product",  enthusiasm,  and 
an  interest  in  the  children  themselves.  Don't  be  afraid  to  add  a  little  hype!  Don't  try  to  give  a  canned 
speech,  but  do  have  all  the  points  you  wish  to  cover  on  a  card  or  piece  of  paper,  and  refer  to  it  from  time  to 
time  lo  be  sure  you  don't  omit  any  important  details. 

Begin  by  showing  the  poster  for  the  program  and  extending  an  invitation  to  the  children  to  participate. 
Tell  them  the  rules  and  what  they  will  get  out  of  it.  If  you  have  small  awards  or  prizes  to  distribute,  have  a 
sample  of  each  to  show.  Your  rules  might  go  something  like  this: 

•  No  age  limit  (if  you  have  one,  tell  it  here) 

•  Uooks  must  be  checked  out  of  the  library  and  read  at  home.  They  must  be  library  books  to  count. 

•  You  will  be  given  your  own  reading  record  and  bookmark  when  you  sign  up.  Each  time  you  read  a  li- 
brary book,  write  it  in  the  record  (or  have  someone  help  you). 

•  Bring  your  reading  record  with  you  every  time  you  come  to  the  library.  Every  day  that  you  come  in 
with  at  least  one  more  book  you  have  read  listed,  you  will  receive  a  sticker,  (a  "smiley"  face  or  other 
stamp  works  fine,  also) 

•  F''or  5  reports,  you  will  gel  a  button,  (or  whatever  number  you  want) 

For  10  reports,  you  will  get  a  ticket  to  a  parly  on  Tuesday,  August  2.  You  must  turn  in  your  10  re- 
ports by  July  30  to  get  ihe  lickei. 

The  party  will  be  held  at  (place)  on  (date)  at  (time),  and  will  have  (entertainment),  refreshments, 
awards,  and/or  door  prizes. 

•  Story  times  will  be  held  every  (day)  ai  (lime)  beginning  (date).  You  do  noi  have  to  report  on  books 
to  come  to  the  story  times. 

We  will  also  have  these  special  events  at  the  library,  (give  details) 
Be  prepared  to  answer  questions  ihe  children  may  have.  It  is  a  good  idea  to  uike  along  several  fairly  new 
children's  books  as  a  sample  of  what  they  might  find  in  tJie  library,  and  if  there  are  no  questions,  you  can 
tell  a  little  about  them.  Conclude  by  giving  ihe  teachers  fliers  to  send  home  with  the  children,  and  ask  the 
principal  or  school  librarian  to  hang  the  poster  in  a  prominent  place  in  the  school  as  a  reminder. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES 

Almost  every  activity  requires  special  equipment  or  supplies,  i.e.,  registration  forms,  pencils,  file  folders, 
handouts  in  quantity,  etc.  Acquire  ihe  materials  that  are  needed  for  the  program  before  it  actually  begins. 

Purl  of  ihc  preparation  for  any  activity  includes  informing  your  support  staff  about  how  they  can  help 
you.  For  example,  before  a  craft  session,ieach  your  staff  the  craft.  Be  flexible  enough  in  your  expectations 
lo  allow  for  the  creativity  and  originality  children  bring  to  crafts.

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PROGRAMMING 

Sior>'limc  is  a  basic  clement  of  service  to  children 
in  the  public  library.  These  programs  stimulate  a 
child's  interest  in  reading  and  attract  new  library 
users. 

There  should  be  separate  programs  for  the  pre- 
school child  and  for  the  school  age  child.  The  pre- 
school program  is  an  introduction  to  picture  books, 
short  films,  simple  games,  traditional  rhymes  and 
poetry.  This  will  probably  be  a  child's  first  experi- 
ence with  group  listening,  so  start  the  series  of  pro- 
grams with  a  session  that  lasts  about  20  minutes. 
Each  week  gradually  increase  the  length  of  the  pro- 
gram. Children  should  be  expected  to  listen  without 
interrupting  and  should  be  expected  not  to  disturb 
the  other  children. 

School  age  children  arc  ready  for  longer  pro- 
grams. Children  from  5  to  7  years  old  listen  belter,  sit  longer,  and  enjoy  more  complex  stories  than 
preschoolers.  They  arc  ready  for  simple  talcs  told  without  the  book. 

Children  from  the  third  grade  up  are  ready  for  a  complete  story  hour.  This  is  the  age  group  that 
particularly  enjoys  traditional  stories,  myths,  and  legends.  These  children  arc  also  mature  enough 
to  participate  in  multi-media  programming.  Arts  and  crafts  activities  for  this  age  group  are  reward- 
ing and  pleasant  for  the  librarian  and  for  the  children.  These  activities  are  MOST  successful  with 
small  groups,  an  adequate  number  of  volunteers  and  the  availability  of  materials. 

STORYTIME  RECORD  KEEPING 

KEEPING  A  RECORD  of  each  storytimc's  activities  is  an  essential  part  of  good  programming. 
By  filling  out  a  form  (such  as  the  sample  below)  after  each  storyhour,  the  librarian  will  be  able  to 
sec  quickly  the  stories  or  activities  shared  and  when  they  were  presented.  In  this  way  repetition  can 
be  avoided.  Also,  by  in  eluding  a  short  evaluation  one  can  be  reminded  of  those  stories  and  activi- 
ties which  were  successful  and  those  which,  perhaps,  did  not  work  so  well.  (Of  course,  not  all  the 
activities  listed  will  be  included  in  any  single  story  lime.)

Description  of  Activity: 

Sponsor  a  jokc-telling  parly,  with 
preregisiration  by  age  bracket.  Chil- 
dren should  be  divided  by  age  into 
groups  no  larger  than  10-15.  In  the 
small  groups,  each  child  tells  his/her 
joke  and  then  the  group  chooses  the 
most  unbearably  funny  joke  told.  The 
group  reconvenes  with  small  group 
winners  telling  their  jokes  to  the  entire 
assembly  and  lo  a  panel  of  judges;  to 
win  a  ribbon  at  this  level,  the  story- 
teller must  make  the  panelists  laugh 
(or  at  least  smile).  All  contestants 
should  receive  a  bear  sticker  (watch 
for  ones  with  a  joke  or  attach  a  mimeo- 
graphed joke  10  each  for  distribution). 
Or,  at  the  start  of  each  weekly  film 
session,  have  a  five  minute  joke  telling 
session.  If  you  could  rig  up  a  laugh-o- 
meier,  it  would  add  to  the  fun. 


Materials:  crackers  and  honey 

Filmstrip:  Winnie-the-Pooh  and  the  Blustery  Day 

Book:  Winnie-thc-Pooh 

Invite  parents  and  children  lo  come  lo  a  Winnie-thc-Pooh  day  and  bring  along  a  favorite  Pooh  animal 
character  or  dress  as  one.  Show  the  Pooh  filmstrip  and  read  a  story.  Prizes  might  be  given  for  the  most  worn 
Pooh  Bear,  biggest,  smallest,  quietest,  cic.  Let  everyone  join  in  tasting  honey  on  cracker  after  the  program. 


READING  PROGRAMS  IN  SMALL  LIBRARIES 

Those  who  work  in  small  libraries  may  think  that  summer  reading  programs  are  only  for  those  libraries 
that  are  larger  and  have  more  staff  than  the  one  or  two  person  operation.  This  is  not  so!  You  can  run  a  very 
successful  program,  with  careful  planning  and  some  help  from  "friends". 

To  insure  success,  however,  you  must  do  some  careful  planning  first.  Ask  yourself  why  have  a  summer 
reading  program?  Then  list  all  the  answers  you  can.  Some  of  them  might  be  as  follows: 

To  give  children  something  fun  to  do  during  vacation 

To  help  them  retain  reading  skills  instead  of  losing  ground,  or  even  to  gain  new  skills 

To  teach  them  that  the  library  is  a  good  place  to  visit 

To  gain  support  of  the  library  from  families  and  other  community  members 

To  aid  slumping  circulation  statistics 

To  gain  a  feeling  of  having  done  something  really  worthwhile. 
Remember  that  it  is  next  lo  impossible  to  have  a  successful  program  if  you  do  not  believe  that  it's  worth- 
while, and  if  you  are  not  enthusiastic  about  ii.

Children  can'c  the  cul  surfaces  of  vegetables  into  irregular  curved  shapes  or  use  ihc  cul  surface  as  is.  to  consUTJCl 
bears.  Use  shallow  pans  or  mcai  trays  lo  hold  medium  Uuck  icmpcra  for  priming  ink. 


STENCILS 


Al  1  kmds  of  materials  may  be  stenciled  -  fabnc,  cloih,  glass,  plastic,  even  stoneorcemcnl.  To  make  stencils,  use 
an  exacto  knife  and  special  siencil  board  -  which  ls  fairly  water  proof.  Designs  may  be  applied  using  walcrcolor, 
icmpcra  -  even  magic  markers  for  paper  and  oil  base  craft  paints  or  ball  point  fabric  color  tubes  for  other  malcnals. 


SANDPAPER  TRANSFER 


Color  a  design  on  medium-rough  sandpaper  with  crayons,  puuing  color  on  thickly  and  darldy.  Lay  the  design 
facedown  on  paper,  a  tee-shirt  or  other  maicrial  and  press  the  back  of  the  sandpaper  with  a  hot  iron.  Don't  move  iron 
b.ick  and  forth.  Lift  and  apply  pressure  to  a  ncv/  area. 


MAGIC  CRA  YON  PICTURE 

Fold  a  piece  of  paper  in  half.  Color  heavily  on  one  half  using  dark  colors  until  the  1/2  sheet  is  thickly  covcral 
with  crayon.  Fold  paper  so  that  crayoned  half  faces  uncrayoncd  half.  On  the  other  side  of  the  crayoned  portion  draw 
a  picture  pressing  hard  with  a  pencil.  When  the  paper  is  opened  the  drawn  picture  will  be  transferred  to  the  blank 
half  of  the  paper. 


PAPER  PLATE  BEAR 

Mak£  a  bear  with  a  fat  tummy  by  attaching  to  a  paper  plate  -  with  glue,  tupe,  stapleji  or  paper  fasteners  -  head  and 
four  paws  which  children  have  colored  and  cut  ouL  These  may  be  used  as  plates  for  the  teddy  bear  picnic. 


FINGER  PUPPET 

This  puppet  is  particularly  appropriate  for  a  finger  version  of  Going  on  a  Bear  Hunt,  The  Bear  and  the  Fly,  Paula 
Winter  or  Curly-Curly  and  the  Bear  by  Mary  Q.  Steel.  Younger  children  can  color  and  cut  the  prc-drawn  puppci; 
you  cut  out  tlic  finger  0[>cn  ings  with  an  exacio  knife.  Make  the  puppets  from  lagboard.  Consiruciion  paper  isn't 
sturdy  enough. 


POPCORN  BEAR 

After  reading  or  telling  popcorn  by  Frank  Asch  kids  make  a  pop  com  bear  by  gluing  popcorn  to  a  bear  outline  on 
construcuon  paper. 

PAPER  BAG  BEAR 

Kids  stuff  paper  bags  with  wadded  newspaper  and  glue  or  tape  on  head  and  paws.  Large  bags  arc  especially  effec- 
tive. Tie  a  bow  around  the  bag  opening  for  the  necL  If  the  bear  ic  stuffed  well  enough  at  the  bouom,  it  will  stand  up. 


POP  UP  BEAR 

Make  a  bear  thai  is  small  enough  to  fit  inside  asiymfoam  cupouiofconsinjction  inpcrora  paper  bag.  Glue  to 
ihc  end  of  a  popsicklc  stick.  Push  popsickic  stick  down  through  a  slit  in  the  bottom  of  the  cup.  Manipulate  the  stick 
from  the  outside  bouom  of  the  cup. 


RING  BEAR 

Cut  1  inch  strips  of  brown,  tan,  etc.  construction  paper  of  varying  lengths.  Give  each  child  a  set  of  8  strips,  includ- 
ing one  long  one,  one  that  is  medium  long.  4  that  arc  medium  and  two  that  are  short.  Children  staple  or  glue  the  ends 
of  each  strip  together  to  form  rings.  Then  staple  the  rings  together  to  make  bears.  Older  kids  may  try  making  sus- 
pended facial  features.  These  arc  good  lo  hang  as  mobiles. 


BEAR  TAILS 


Give  each  child  a  bear  tail  after  telling  the  story'How  the  Bear  Lost  its  Tail."  Lxi  them  decorate  it  with  sequins, 
beads,  lace,  etc.  to  console  the  bear  for  only  having  a  short  stub;  then  turn  the  children  into  bears  by  taping  on  their 
tails. 


BEARS  BEHIND  BARS 

After  making  a  bear  figure  -  (ihis  one  might  have  a  Hcrce  face)  make  b;irs  to  enclose  il,  This  is  a  culling  aciivity 
which  most  children  (ages  6  &  up)  can  master  but  you  must  demonstrate  each  step:  use  news-paper,  ncwspnnt  or 
large  consUTJction  paper  to  cut  circles  10  inches  in  diameter.  Give  each  child  scissors  ;u>d  one  circle  and  insu^ct 
ihem  to  fold  circles  into  quarters. 


Then,  starting  at  the  center,  cut  into  altemaie  sides  of  the  circle  almost  to  the  other  edge. 


Cut 


Keep  cutting  first  from  one  side  then  the  other  until  there  are  cuts  down  to  the  circumference  edge.  Unfold  die  cir- 
cle carefully,  hold  the  center  or  pomt  and  carefully  pull  on  the  outer  nm  to  make  bars.  Hang  the  bears  in  bars  as  mo- 
bdes.

Description  of  Material: 

Small  little  bears  could  be  used  for  a  number  of  things,  such  as  reading  incentives,  awards,  favors  for  all  member 
or  contest  prizes. You  could  make  a  Teddy  Bear  Tree,  or  have  a  basket  full  of  icddys,  and  each  week  choose  one  or 
two  to  introduce  a  story ,  joke,  song,  etc.  Teddy  could  then  be  given  away  as  a  door  pri/c  to  someone  who  is  attend- 
ing the  meeting. 


Cut  out  two  pieces,  and  stitch  around  dotted  line, 
leaving  an  o;)cning  large  enough  to  stuff  with  polyes- 
ter nberfill.

Draw  head,  ears,  and  legs  on  brown  construction 
paper  and  cut  with  scissors.  Detail  feauires  with  cray- 
ons. Stuff  bag  with  newspaper  and  twist  to  close  bag. 
Glue  legs  to  bottom  of  bag,  arms  to  side  of  bag,  head 
at  top  of  bag  in  front  of  the  twisted.  Close.  Tie  ribbon 
around  bear's  neck  with  a  big  bow. 

BEAR  PINS 

Grahmy  bear  crackers,  clear  vanish  or  acrylic  fin- 
ish, pin  back,  craft  glue,  paintbrush. 

Paint  both  sides  of  the  bear  crackers  with  the  finish 
and  let  dry.  Affix  pin  with  craft  glue.  Hint:  Several 
coats  of  varnish  will  give  a  smoother  finish  to  the  pin. 

PANDA  BEAR  WITH 
MOVABLE  ARMS 

1  sheet  of  gray  construction  paper. 

1  sheet  black  construction  paper, 

2  small  metal  brads. 

On  gray  construction  paper  draw  and  cut  panda  head  circle,  two  oval  arms,  and  two  ovals  legs  shaped.  Draw  a 
black  circle  or  oval  sha|x;  on  the  black  paper  for  the  body.  Cut  Glue  legs  to  bottom  of  oval  shape.  Glue  gray  head  at 
top  of  the  black  oval.  Attach  each  arm  to  side  of  body  with  metal  brads.  Draw  feauircs  on  bear's  face. 

BROWN  FURRY  BEARS 

Cut  free  fonn  shapes  out  of  brown  fake  fur  for  the  bear's  body.  Glue  the  shapes  on  sheet  of  white  construction 
paper.  Use  brown  fell  lip  marker  to  add  heads,  legs,  aiKJ  any  other  details. 

BEAR  MOBILES 

Materials 

Patterns  (nexi  page).  Construction  paper  Colored  yam.  Tape,  Scissors,  Crayons  or  colored  pencils,  sticks  or 
hangers 

Procedure 

Dupliaitc  the  bear  patterns  on  consuuction  paper.  Give  two  sets  of  patlcms  lo  each  child.  Have  the  children  color 
and  cut  out  the  patieras. 

Cut  the  yam  to  varying  lengths.  Give  each  child  four  pieces.  Help  them  tape  each  bear  sha[K"  onto  the  end  of  a 
piece  of  yam.  Tlien  help  the  childitn  ue  ilie  yam  onto  die  sticks  or  hangers.  Display  die  completed  mobiles  m  the 
library. 


TWIRL  Y-ARM  BEARS 

Materials 

Paicm  (nexi  page) 
Heavy  Paper  or  lagboard 
Sissors.  crayons,  and  brads 

Procedure 

Duplicatfi  one  bear  on  construction  paper  or  tagboard  for 
each  chdd.  Have  the  children  color  and  cui  out  the  bears  and 
arms.  Help  the  children  fasten  the  arms  to  the  front  of  the 
bears  with  a  brad. 


TEDDY  BEAR  BOOKS 


MATERIALS 

Pattern  (next  page),  white  drawing  paper,  scissors,  con- 
struction paper,  crayons,  suipler. 

PROCEDURE 

Duphcaie  one  pattern  fur  each  child  and  cut  out.  Give  the 
children  iJic  patterns  and  two  pieces  of  consu^cuon  paper. 
Have  the  children  fold  each  piece  of  paper  in  half.  Show  iliem 
how  10  place  the  pattern  on  the  fold.  Have  the  children  trace 
around  ilie  pat  tern  and  cut  ouL  Each  child  should  make  two 
bears  (one  front  cover  and  one  back  cover). 

Cut  the  white  drawing  paper  into  4  1/2"  x  5  1/2"  shecLs. 
Help  the  children  suiplc  the  tops  of  four  or  five  sheeus  to  ilie 
middle  for  the  back  cover.  Staple  the  head  of  the  front  cover 
bear  to  the  head  of  the  back  cover  bear  to  fomi  a  drawing 
book.  Let  the  children  draw  pictures  of  objects  that  begin 
with  the  letter  "b"  in  their  books. 


FUZZY  BROWN  BEARS 


MATERIALS:  Brown  paper  grocery  sack;  used  lea  bags 
(dried);  pair  of  scis-sors;  brushes;  glue;  small  cups;  large  box  lids; 
buttons  or  circle  stickers. 

PREPARATION;  For  each  child,  cut  a  bear  shape  out  of  a 
brown  paper  sack.  Cut  open  the  tea  bags  and  put  the  tea  leaves 
into  small  cups. 

ACTIVITY:  Have  the  children  brush  glue  over  their  bear 
shapes  and  pbce  them  in  box  lids.  Then  let  the  children  sprmkle 
tea  leaves  on  top  of  the  glue  and  shake  off  tlie  excels.  Pour  any 
leftover  lea  leaves  back  uiio  tlic  cups.  Then  let  the  children  glue 
buuons  or  cu-clc  stickers  on  iheir  bears  for  eyes  and  noses. 

VARIATION;  lastcad  of  tea  leaves,  use  dried,  leftover  coffee 
grounds. 


WINDOW  AND  CEILING  BEARS 

MATERIALS 

Paucm  (ncxi  page),  conslruclion  paper  or  colored  accialc,  scissors,  tape,  fishing  line  (for  Ceiling  Bears) 

PROCEDURE: 
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Duplicate  and  enlarge  ihc  palicm.  Cui  bears  out  of  colored  consinjciion  paper  or  accialc.  (The  acetate  bears  look 
nice  on  windows.)  For  Window  Bears,  tape  ihe  bears  on  your  windows.  For  Ceiling  Bears,  make  a  hole  in  the  fool, 
head,  or  ran  of  each  bear.  Tic  fishing  Lne  through  the  hole  and  hang  the  finished  bears  from  ihe  ceiling, 

REFRIGERATOR  ART  FOAM  BEAR 

Target  audience:  preschool/primary  children 

Objective:  Use  as  follow-up  activity  to  The  Smartest  Bear  and  His  Brother,  Oliver  by  Alice  Bach.  This  is  Oliver 
the  cater  who,  of  course,  hangs  around  the  refrigerator  because  he's  always  hungry. 

Recommended  Number  of  Group:  1 5  to  25  with  adult  or  older  child  supervision. 
Malcnals:  an  foam,  magnetic  strip,  glue,  scissors,  conslruclion  paper  or  fell  (optional) 

CosL  25  cents  per  child 

Have  bear  shapes  cut  out  for  preschoolers  or  have  pnmary  children  cut  out  bear  shape  from  the  art  foam.  Use 
pieces  of  construclion  paper  or  fell  or  different  colored  an  foam  for  eyes,  nose  and  moulh.  Put  two  small  pieces  of 
magnetic  strip  on  llie  back  and  the  bear  is  ready  lo  be  displayed. 


HEART  BEAR 

T;irgci  Group:  preschool  lo  primary 

Objective:  As  a  follow-up  lo  Emcsl  and  Cclcsiinc  by  Gabricllc  Vincent  Emcsi  is  a  bear  who  is  "all  heart"  so  he 
has  earned  the  pnvilcgc  of  being  constructed  of  hearts. 

Materials: 

Scissors,  paper,  crayons,  markers,  glue 
Cost:  15  cents  per  child 

Description  of  Activity: 

Cut  1  large  heart  for  body,  2  medium  sb,c  hearts  (cut  in  halQ  for  arms  and  legs,  a  slightly  smaller  heart  for  head 
and  2  small  hearts  folded  m  1/2  for  cars.  Draw  on  eyes  and  nose.  This  may  be  glued  onto  a  construction  paper  back 
ground  or  glued  together  as  a  "free  sanding"  bear. 

Note: 

Prccul  ba-sic  heart  shapes  for  younger  children.  For  good  cuucrs  demonstrate  folding  the  paper  and  cutluig  the 
heart  For  second/third  graders  -  encourage  a  group  collage  of  all  shapes  (fat,  flat,  thin,  etc.)  And  of  course,  be  ready 
to  slip  a  small  Cclcsline  Mouse  into  the  midst  of  this  bear  company. 


TEDDY  BEAR  PLANTERS 

Target  Audience:  K-3 

Objective:  A  follow-up  activity  to  The  Teddy  Rear  Tree  by  Barbara  Dillon.  (You  may  give  children  button  eyes 
to  plant  to  extend  t)»c  book's  magic.)  llus  activity  is  also  a  good  follow-up  to  The  1  -i/y  ltc:ir  by  Hnan  Wildsmiih  or- 
WiilK-rforcc  Goes  on  a  ficmc  by  Margaret  Gordon. 

Materials 

Construction  paper  or  lagboard,  scissors,  markers,  plasuc  pots,  and  glue  or  tape.  Pattern  on  next  page. 

Procedure 

Cut  out  Teddy  Bears  and  fold  on  dotted  lines.  Tape  or  glue  the  plastic  coniiiiner  in  its  lap.  Plant  seeds  or  small 
plants  in  the  pot  if  desired. 

BEAR  MOBILE 

For  4-5  year  olds 

Objective:  to  record  attendance;  keep  record  of  bear  characters  encountered  in  story  time  each  week. 

Materials: 

Coaihangers  or  stiff  papcrplalcs,  string,  tape  or  staples,  scissors,  pictures  of  bears  read  or  told  about  for  each 
child,  markers  and  scissors. 


Description  of  Activity: 

Give  each  child  a  paper  plate  or  coat  hanger  (plates  are  safer),  have  them  attach  a  picture  of  a  different  storyunie 
bear  each  lime  they  atiend  siorytime.  Then  read  about  the  bear  they  attached  that  week.  Bears  to  Use:  Winnie-thc- 
Pooh,  Bercnsiain  Bears,  Paddington,  Corduroy-Freeman.  Small  Bear  -  Holl,  Big  Bad  Bruce  -  Peel,  LilUe  Bear  - 
Minarik.  etc.
